duced by the amount of gallonage 
represented by such invalid cou­ 
pons.

It also certifies that the pub­ 
lisher has obeyed censorship rules**

‘With Uncle Sam’ departm ent has 
been a surprise to the publishers. 
Today it is probably the most out­ 
standing servicemen’s departm ent 
of its kind that is published by 
weeklies of the state—is the opin­ 
ion of an official in the publication 
office of the University of Illinois, 
which receives the m ajority of pub­ 
lications in the state. 
“In order that the publishers can 
maintain a complete check of all 
stories published, 
a card index 
makes available at any time, in­ 
formation regarding the issue that 
contained a story 
of every boy. 
Succeeding stories are also noted 
on the cards, with date of picture, 
if any, etc. 
“Up to the present date there 
have been 2,615 stories published 
about 1,057 men in service. A com­ 
parison of the records of Dec. 17 
and Jan. 14, show that during the 
four weeks, there were 239 stories

; tho gun of a Messchersehriiidt 109, 
which strafed his ship in the Bay 
of Naples Nov. 25 last, Lt. Junior 
Grade Robert Doran, US MS, son 
I of Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Doran of 
Roselle, arrived home last week.

It re­ 
quires patience, practice, and per­ 
severance to become a good tra n s­ 
criber. 
The work is not difficult 
but must be done perfectly, for 
tho blind see only with their finger 
tips.

Winter discomforts common to 
all of us at one time or another 
during the cold months are chap­ 
ping of the face, hands, and lips. 
The roughness which is so annoy­ 
ing is caused largely by careless­ 
ness in providing suitable protec­ 
tion for the skin. Many cosmetics 
give immediate relief, but be sure 
the harshness of your skin results 
from external causes alone, and 
is more or less a temporary con­ 
dition. 
Rough, flaky, or cracked skin 
may have more serious causes. Be­ 
lieve it or not, lack of vitamins, or

* Writer tells of 
visit to Arab 
city and country 


a Lt. Bruce Roberts, nephew of 
JMr. and Mrs. Clyde Jones of A r­ 
lington H eights, w rites this in ter­ 
esting account of a trip to an A rab­ 
ian city in N orth A frica. Though 
not w ritten by a tru ly “ local boy,” 
X t. R oberts’ home is in Kansas, 
wine editors feel it is well w orth 
reading and gives a “ backyards” 
account of A rabian life. 
“This is a brief sum m ary of a 
days leave som ew here in N orth 
A frica. 
Mr. H erron and I took 
£ e a v e the other day and w ent to 
a large near-by city, overland. For 
tran sp o rtatio n we rode a French 
stream line train. The train was a 
diesel powered single stream lined 
coach and very nice. However, the 
^road beds are quite rough, ju st 
*#*bout sim ilar to the K aty railroad 
bed between Chanute and Parsons, 
K ansas. 
“ We rode up in the cab w ith the 
engineer which w as quite a treat. 
O f course th eir th ro ttles only have 
^|wo speeds, ‘stop’ and ‘full ahead,’ 
and m ost of the tim e it was ‘full 
ahead.’ These crazy French en­ 
gineers are much m ore reckless 
than the A m erican engineers. Of 
course th ere are no fences in this 
country and the g rass on the rail­ 
r o a d track seem s to be much b et­ 
te r than elsew here so the train 
constantly has to slow down while 
the livestock is driven off the track. 
“ The ride in the cab of the train 
w as really one of the m ost in ter­ 
e s t i n g and by fa r the funniest ex­ 
perience I have ever had. There

about them in w hat seem s to me 
to be m ost any fashion, but p re­ 
sume they have a definite m anner 
in which to w ear them . 
“ One sees very few privately 
owned 
autom obiles.

fences are used in Kansas. 
The 
cactus, however, looks to be much 
m ore effective.

the railroads are th at they use the 
m anual block system instead of 
the lights th at the Am erican rail­ 
roads use. 
As the train nears a 
station it stops at the outer yard 
lim it and w aits until the station 
signalm an, gives them an ok to 
come ahead into the yard.

tra in then proceeds and stops a t 
the station where the station sig­ 
nalm an gives the conductor and 
engineer a slip of paper, stating 
th a t the track is clear to the next 
station. This system is supposed 
to be m ore positive and much safer 
than the Am erican system , but as 
one can easily see it slows up the 
train considerably. 
“ We finally arrived in the city 
after about three hours on the 
train.

With American fanners being called upon to produce 
record yields of food for our own country and its fighting 
men, for our allies, and for our share in feeding liberated 
peoples, the Soil Conservation Service is conducting a nation­ 
wide survey of the nation’s land resources. 
Food production capacity in the United States may be 
interpreted in several ways,

depending upon the point of 
view — long time or short 
time. 
The Soil Conservation 
service is endeavoring to ans- 
swer question both ways, in- 
so fa r as the question can be ans­ 
wered by a study of the nation’s 
land resources. 
Taking the short tim e point of 
view, a food production increase of 
20 percent is possible in the im ­ 
m ediate future— without increasing 
by one acre the am ount of crop 
land now in use, the survey indi­ 
cates. An average increase of 20 
percent already has been obtained 
on land where this work has been 
done. 
From a long-tim e point of view, 
prelim inary data indicate trem end­ 
ous possibilities for expansion. But 
rig h t now in the m idst of global 
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war, Am ericans are prim arily in­ 
terested in how much they will 
have to eat next year, the year a ft­ 
er that, and perhaps during the 
next five or ten years. 
There are now approxim ately 
six million farm s in the United 
States. The equivalent — in food 
production — of more than a m il­ 
lion farm s could be added to the 
nation’s food productive capacity 
by the application of standard con­ 
servation practices to all cultivat­ 
ed land needing such treatm ent. 
Tile nation-wide survey by the 
Soil Conservation Service shows, 
for example, th at m ore than IOO 
million acres need terracing. N ear­ 
ly 122 million acres demand con­ 
tour 
planting. 
Strip 
cropping 
should he practiced on upward of 
OO million acres. 
Cover 
crops 
should he laid across 33 million 
acres. Irrigation w ater should be 
applied to nearly ll million acres, 
and pond m anagem ent should be 
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practiced on 720 thousand acres. 
Four hundred million of grass land 
desperately need proper stocking 
and grazing m anagem ent. 
Looking ahead, 20, 30, 50 years, 
or more, the food production po­ 
tentialities in the United States 
are even g reater than for the im ­ 
m ediate future, the Soil Conserva­ 
tion Service finds. It would be pos­ 
sible to add more than IOO million 
more acres to this crop land, Dr. 
H. H. Bennett, chief of the Soil 
Conservation 
Service, 
believes. 
However, he adds th a t a consider­ 
able portion of 
this IOO million 
acres is pasture land needed for 
milk production and should not be 
put in crops unless absolutely nec­ 
essary. 
The 
nation 
has 
1,893,000,000 
acres of land, a billion acres or 56 
percent of which are in 
farm s. 
From the land in farm s, biggest 
potentialities for increases in pro­ 
duction are to be found in 358 m il­ 
lion acres now in crop land and 
suitable to cultivation and in 132 
million acres of grass land phys­ 
ically 
suitable 
for 
cultivation. 
T hirty-four million acres of wood 
land are also physically suitable 
for cultivation.

Need Same Feed Rations 
Beef and pork require about the 
same amounts of grain and other 
concentrated feed under good corn­ 
bell systems of raising and fattening 
the animals, as shown by experi­ 
m ental results. 
In two series of 
tests, less than 500 pounds of such 
feed was used to produce each IOO 
pounds of dressed pork from hogs 
finished at 225 pounds, or to pro­ 
duce each IOO pounds of dressed beef 
from steers finished at 1,220 pounds. 
Production of beef involved the use 
of much more pasture and other 
roughage than was required for the 
pork.
